I pretty soon saw they were not out to 
correct injustice, but to get power, and | learned, too, they were 
not loyal to this country, but to Russia. 

That’s when 1 went to the FBI and, later to a lawyer I had 
recommended to me by friends—Dan Duke. 

What I want to do is to tell how they work, out of my own 
experience, so that I can warn other young people against the 
fate I escaped just in time. To do that I will have to tell some- 
thing about myself.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla.—Florida doesn’t have an income 
tax or State property tax like Georgia, or a saies tax like 
most other Southern States. Florida makes her living off 
gasoline, liquor, auto tags, racing and cigarettes. 

Georgia’s Tax Revision Committee can pick up several 
ideas for new tax sources by looking at Florida. But the 
Georgia Legislature best not adopt the habits of Florida’s 
recently adjourned group.

If it liked, Georgia could pick up many millions of 
dollars in additional revenue by copying some of Florida’s 
taxes and tax rates. 

For instance, Florida taxes gasoline at 7 cents a gallon 
as compared with Georgia’s 6-cent rate. Florida collected 
$43,000,000 last year. Georgia would get about that much 
with the higher rate—she now get $36,000,000 with the 
6-cent rate. 

The average Florida motorist pays $15 to $20 for his 
automobile tag. The Georgian gets his tag for $1.50 to $7. 
The State of Florida collects $17,000,000, while Georgia 
takes in $3,819,000. 

Georgia could add $2,500,000 by adopting Florida’s beer 
tax rate. Florida gets 4 cents per bottle; Georgia 2 cents. 
Florida makes more out of beer and wine than she does 
liquor. Of the $21,000,000 beverage tax, about $11,000,000 
comes from beer and wine and $10,000,000 from liquor.

These changes mark probably | 
his biggest personal contribution | 
to the task of government since he 
took office in January. This is how 
they stack up: 

1. President Truman is firmly 
and publicly in the driver’s seat 
on foreign policy. Acheson 
scrapped the radio reporting cus- 
tom of James F. Byrnes and Gen. 
Marshall and made his report on 
the Foreign Ministers meeting 
first to the President and had the 
President issue a report to the 
nation. 

2. American policy in the cold 
war is being given, or so Acheson 
feels, a more positive and long- 
range purpose. Development and 
enlargement of the “free world”. 
is becoming the primary goal,' 
whereas the defined objective pre- 
viously was to “stop Russia”—or, 
more accurately, to block the 
spread of Communism. : 

3. In dealing with the Russians, 
Acheson introduced a_ surgical| 
technique, with humor as his. 
knife, rather than trying to beat, 
the issue to death with words. 
Thus his crack that one Russian | 
proposition was as full of prop-| 
aganda as a dog is of fleas—in| 


fact it looked to him like “all fleas| 


and no dog.” 


4. The instruments for conduct-, 


ing American relations with the 


rest of the world are being reor-| 


ganized, and Acheson’s aides say 
strengthened, in a manner never 


before undertaken. Acheson is get-' 
ting five new assistant secretaries! 


and intends to let his top helpers 
handle much day-to-day diploma- 
cy; he also intends to spend less 
time abroad than did Byrnes and 
Marshall, and to turn traveling 
jobs over to negotiators. 

From the end of the war to 
Acheson’s assumption of office, 
about three and a half years, 
American policy was of course 
rounding some hairpin § turns.

The spot shooter, as some of 
the skeet shooters demonstrated in 
the first rounds yesterday, shows 
very little swing in his pointing. 
He does not swing past his target, 
but instead shoots at a “spot” 
ahead of it. 

The snap shot on the other hand 
shoots so quickly that very little 
lead is necessary and consequently 
he points directly at the target. 
The spot shooters actually does 
swing his gun some, but the swing 
is not very noticeable.

This book should be required 
reading for those who know all 
about the shortcomings of Amer- 
ican railroads and nothing about 
the many instances vf their prw- 
gressiveness. 

In the 300-odd pages of “Rail- 
roads of Today,” Mr. Farring- 
ton is concerned almost exclu- 
sively with numerous examples, 
on various roads, of the newest 
techniques and «uipment. He 
writes about such up-to-date 
aovelagunants as electro-pneu- 
matic braking, centralized traf- 
fic control, coded track circuit 
signal systems and roller bear- 
ings for high-speed freight serv- 


ice. 

The author describes, as en- 
thusiastically as any press agent, 
the sumptuous new equipment 
of such trains as the Twentieth 
Century, the Empire Builder, 
the Cincinnatian and the Eagles. 
In fact, Mr. Farrington’s en- 
thusiasm sometimes plays hob 
with his grammar, but rail fans 
do not demand literary polish 
in their reading.

Of Louisiana 


“A History of Louisiana,” the 
first history of that State in 25 
years, traces the cultural heri- 
tage of Louisiana to the three 
mighty empires that struggled 
for supremacy on the American 
continent. 


The author, Garnie William 
McGinty, Professor of History 
and head of the Department of 
Social Science at Louisiana Poly- 
technic Institute, claims Louisi- 
ana is the only State where 
Spanish, French and British in- 
fiuence combined to produce a 
tradition still visible in the 
State’s institutions and outlook. 

“No other State,” he writes, 
“can lay claim to quite so color- 
ful and fascinating a _ back- 
ground.” 

The 298-page volume, just off 
the press, represents 20 years of 
research and attempts to correct 
a “distorted idea” which the au- 
thor says thousands of Ameri- 
cans have of Louisiana as a re- 
sult of sensational novels and 
“unfair and partisan reports.”

Second Volume 
Of War History 


The second of seven volumes 
planned to report the history of 
“The Army Air Forces in World 
War II” deals with the air war 
against the European Axis from 
August, 1942, to December, 1943. 

Entitled “Europe, Torch to 
Pointblank,” the book describes 
air operations in North Africa, 
Sicily, Italy and over occupied 
countries and Germany. 

Top-drawer planning and lo- 
gistics are treated amply in the 
volume, edited by Wesley Frank 
Craven, of New York Univer- 
sity, and James Lea Cate, of the 
University of Chicage. 

The authors point out that the 
Eighth Air Force campaign from 
England was the first large-scale 
test of the AAF’s doctrine of 
precision strategic bombardment. 
Great missions like Regensburg, 
Schweinfurt, Marienburg and 
Ploesti are described in detail. 

The Allied invasion of North 
Africa in November, 1942, forced 
the AAF to fight e second war 
at the same time. This second 
volume records the operations of 
the Ninth Air Force out of Egypt 
and the Twelfth from Casa 
bianca to Salerno together with 
the origins of the Fifteenth. The 
narrative follows closely the 
land campaigns with which the 
Air Forces co-operated. 

Volume III will continue the 
story of the air war in Europe 
through VE Day.

An imposing array of literary talent is assembled in 
these books to write about an even more imposing array 
Both editor and author begin with DaVinci, 
1452-1519; Wechsler stays securely in the past, ending with 
Vermeer, who died in 1675; Craven carries his story into 
the more debatable present, devoting his last chapter to 
five Americans, of whom three are still alive. 


and as an invitation and intro- 
duction to art, it’s a flavorsome, 
informative little book. 

Craven, as those familiar with 
his previous volumes have 
learned, is capable of extremely 
readable, even eloquent, appre- 
ciations of art, and this book, in 
which he considers some 25 
painters, is full of them. My 
only regret is that he is so stand- 
offish about Picasso, cubism, ab- 
stractionism and the like. The 


modernists missed a bét in not 
getting him on their side, as 
they can see for themselves in 
reading his piece on that near- 
modernist, William Blake. 
These are both excellent inex- 
pensive art books, the best and 
indeed the only buy ffor the 
money. They both lack, how- 
ever, the dimensions of the pic- 
tures, and a definition of the 
medium, whether oil, fresco, 
print or whatnot; and Craven 
does not list the present location 
of originals—W. G. ROGERS.

There 
are 16 pages of illustrations of 
shot-making by Jerry Gibbons 
and an introduction by Ells- 
worth Vines.

Miss Traubel—possessor of a 
really fine soprano voice—sings 
both songs well, but it is left to 
the chorus to make the record- 
ings outstanding. —H. J.

This curiously fascinating book 
combines scientific accuracy with 
exquisite, imaginative prose. 

This is the story of a colony of 
wild bees and one year of its 
life. The author in a foreword 
admits that it 1s a fantasy, but 
the reader will agree that it is 
an entirely believable one. 

When overloaded bees “crash 
land” near their home, ants use 
a hypnotic power to steal the 
honey from the bees’ tongues. 
Wasps paralyze bees and store 
the living, helpless victims in 
wasp larders. The wedding of 
the queen bee with a mysteri- 
ously selected drone in midair 
stores within her body 25,000,- 
000 spermatozoa over which she 
exercises control later to pro- 
duce drone, workers, soldiers 
and queens like herself. 

Bees, which will attack a man, 
an ox or an elephant, are 
strangely afraid of mice. When 
a mouse invades their colony, 
the bees most often will desert 
it to die on empty combs else- 
where. Sometintes—-but rare- 
ly—they will strike back and 
kill the invader. Unable to re- 
move the body, they will cover 
it with wax. 

All these and other facts are 
given by the author as a result 
of his study of a society that is 
older than man. A Scotsman, 
Stuart worked for seven years as 
a beekeeper. His book will de- 
light nature lovers of all ages.

There is little evidence in the 
Southeast of the so-called business 
“recession.” Regional managers 
of numerous nationally - known 
concerns diagnosed consumer buy- 
ing as good.

Construction of the new veterans’ hos- 
pital for Atlanta will begin in about a 
year. It will cost about $10,000,000. 

That will mean a lot to Atlanta and 
Georgia. 

We hope it will mean much in reha- 
bilitation of veterans. 

It will attract many visitors; supplies 
will be bought in part from our suppliers. 
That will help financially. Sen. George 
was most helpful in obtaining the hospital 
for Atlanta. 

It was brought to Atlanta not because 
Atlanta is a large city, but because of a 
new policy which we believe will appeal 
to every veteran and taxpayer. Formerly 
hospitals were built in small cities where 
some Congressman used his influence. 

The result was the government had to 
hire physicians and specialists for every 
department of medicine. Consultation was 
difficult. 

The new policy is to build a hospital 
close by a medical school and other hos- 
pitals where there is a large supply of 
specialists. 

Thus, when a veteran needs a specialist 


The New Welfare Rules 


The problem of the old people on, or 
seeking to be on, pension rolls is one of the 
most complex and difficult in the entire 
field of Social Security. 

It reveals, too, a shocking lack of moral 
responsibility, or even common decency 
such as reportedly distinguishes man from 
the animal. There are sons and daughters 
who simply are not interested in caring 
for an old father or mother or in any man- 
ner contributing to their care. 

The State of Georgia, because there is 
not enough money for all, has had to 
create new welfare rules. With two ex- 
ceptions they are good rules which we 
should have had all along. We may need 
supplemental legislation to assist them, 
but they are basically sound rules. 

One change provides that pensioners 
who have children able to support them 
will be stricken from the rolls. If we 
need supplemental legislation to jail chil- 
dren refusing to do so then let’s hurry and 
get it. Stepfathers living with dependent 
children will be required to contribute to 
their support. Certainly this should be so. 
Such a stepfather knew about the children 
when he made the marriage contract. 
Court action must be taken against par- 
ents who abandon children. Assuredly 
this must be so. 

There are other welfare rule changes. 
None is harmful. All require that human 


he may be had on a fee basis—and not on 
a full-time basis, as before. The full fa- 
cilities of consultation and diagnosis may 
be had from hospitals and specialists. 

There also is a large pat on the back 
due Atlanta’s Asa G. Candler, who sold 
his property for $250,000. About two years 
ago the government investigated the prop- 
erty. In late 1947 the Federal appraisers 
from Washington said the property was 
valued at $500,000. Asa Candler was ap- 
proached. That was more than the gov- 
ernment could pay. 

“I think it will be good for Emory 
Medical School,” he said, “and it will be 
good for the veterans. I want to help 
both. I will sell only to the government 
and to the government I will cut the 
price in half.” 

He did. The government got it for 
$250,000. The house, which will be made 
into a nurse’s home, could not be replaced 
today for less than $900,000. The swim- 
ming pools, which will be rehabilitated 
and used in therapy, would cost about 
$200,000 to install today.

There are two undesirable changes. 
We hope they will be reversed. 

The first is that mothers of children 
over 18 months of age are declared in- 
eligible for assistance. They will be ex- 
pected to work. The age limit is set too 
low. It presumes there are available nur- 
series, operated at a low cost, to care for 
such infants. This is not true. The age 
limit must be changed. Eventually the 
Welfare Department will have to be in 
the nursery business, directly or indirect- 
ly. It might investigate now how much 
could be diverted from direct relief to 
such institutions. 

There is another rule which is bad be- 
cause it is so utterly inflexible. It re- 
moves from relief rolls any old person who 
has a home valued from $2,500. Such cases 
ought to be judged on merit. If an old 
person has managed to buy and own a 
small home but is unable to work there 
is no reason to penalize him or her for 
owning a small home. They must, if re- 
moved, sell out and then come back to the 
relief rolls when the money is spent. 

Otherwise, the rules are good. That 
there should be sons and daughters un- 
willing to help care for their parents is 
something the State should crack down on 
hard with publicity and with law.

It would 
appear, therefore, that there is no discrimination 


in that respect. 

Nevertheless, the Barden bill wouid, in effect, 
nullify, certainly at the national level, the con- 
troversial 1947 Supreme Court decision in the 
case of Everson v. Board of Education which up- 
held State laws authorizing the use of public 
tax funds for schoo] buses serving parochial 


schools. 


This famed decision was one in a series 
of court decision and interpretations which 
have been gradually whittling away at one 
of the basic foundations of the American 


democracy. 


Among the first was the 1925 ruling in the 
case of Pierce v. Society of Sisters, which estab- 
lished the right of Catholics or any other religious 
sect to operate their own schools outside the 
public school system. : 

Subsequently, the system of “released time” 
for religious education at public expense came 
into vogue over the nation. This equally danger- 
ous inroad was dealt a blow by the Supreme 
Court’s decision last year in the case of McCollum 
vy. Illinois, but it is still practiced in many States 
and communities in the absence of legal injunc- 
tions to the contrary. 

Finally, Federal school lunch subsidies were 
extended to private and parochial! schools. 


Thus we have had a gradual chipping 
away at the edges of the church-state bar- 
rier. If the courts should hold that any 
part of the proposed Federal subsidy for 
education must be extended to public and 
non-public schools alike, the barrier itself 
would be down. 


The separation of church and state is a doc- 
trine which has a double nreaning: (1) the state 
must leave the churches alone, and (2) the 
churches must not interfere with the state, and 
especially must not use state money to propagate 
a particular form of religious dogma. It was 
clearly written into the Bill of Rights that ‘“‘Con- 
gress shall make no law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof,” a provision which reflected the famed 
battles of James Madison and George Mason to 
establish religious freedom as an inherent right 
of the individual, not something to be merely 
tolerated.

He charges discrimination 


It is argued that the ban against state funds | 


for parochial schools discriminates against the 
students in such schools. This fallacious argu- 
ment has been clearly and forcetully answered 
by one of the stanchest of Federal aid to educa- 
tion proponents and a foremost fighter against 
discrimination, Dr. Max Lerner. He Says: 


“No one is proposing that Catholic chil- 
dren in the public schools be treated differ- 
ently from others. That would be monstrous. 
The real point is that the parochial schools 
are not part of the public schools system in 
a democracy. They are part of a religious 
establishment. A democracy goes as far as it 
can go in allowing them to break away from 
the public school system, and withdraw their 
children and indoctrinate them along lines 
determined not by the democratic commu- 
nity, but by a church. To deny public subsi- 
dies to church schools is not to deny equality, 
but to insist that the granting of a special 
privilege must not carry in its wake the sub- 
sidizing of it. 

“Schools exist in a democracy in order to 
develop its civic ideals, to transmit its cul- 
tural heritage, to mingle youngsters of every 
race and religion so that they can learn to 
live together. When public funds are used 
they are used for these purposes. 

“Any religious group that wants to secede 

from the public school can do so—at its own 
expense. It can, if it wishes, develop not 
secular civic ideas, but supernatural ... It 
can, if it wishes, refuse to contaminate its 
children by contact with the community’s 
ideas. 
“But if a church make this choice it must 
stand by it. It can scarcely expect that the 
community will not only allow the secession 
to take place, but underwrite it with public 
money. That is not a demand for equality for 
the minority, but of suicide for the commu- 
nity itself.” 


Cardinal Spellman, we think, misuses his high 
religious office when he condemns Mr. Barden 
as “a new apostle of bigotry” and asks his hear- 
ers’ prayers “for Rep. Barden and all who lend 
their names and their efforts to provoke and pro- 
aoe prejudice against children of any religious 
aith. 

If Americans need to pray for anything con- 
cerned with Federal aid to education, it is that 
the principle of separation of church and state, 
which has proved so successful in the past, not 
be further weakened by any use of Federal 
money for non-public schools, no matter what 
their classification.

Recently two able economists at Duke Uni- 
versity announced the results of two years in- 
tensive study of the South. 

Almost immediately a few pipsqueaks, who knew more in ten 
minutes than two Southern economists in two years, were trying 
to pick it to pieces. That’s good. It provides discussion. 

The report stands up very well. Basically, it adds up to this: 

The South, generally, suffers more and longer, in hard times 
than other sections of the nation and therefore has more of a 
stake in the policies of government and business which have for 
their purpose the promotion of the economic welfare of the re- 
mainder of the United States. 

And it plainly asks for retirement of the War Between the States 
as an excuse for present-day lacks. 


Me aning The essential problem is to increase the South’s per 
, person income. The job is to improve the South’s 

poor “terms of trade.” They explain that as follows: 
“Historically, the South has produced bulk agricultural com- 
modities embodying much manual labor and has manufactured 
commodities which also embody much labor. Until quite recently 
these commodities were sold under market conditions approximating 
those of free competition except as our tariff limited the interna- 
tional market for those goods. The commodities which the South 
purchased, by contrast, were generally produced and sold under 


conditions of monopolistic competition characterized by ‘adminis- | 


ae) 


tered prices’. 


Due to these disadvantageous “terms of trade” and its higher | 


birth rate, the South in times of depression is hit harder and its 
potential] labor supply ‘‘backs up” in rural areas to an extent not 
shown in statistics.

The report says that the present $5,000 limitation on deposit in- 
surance means that many companies and individuals in the South 
move much of their funds outside the South. 

4. Have the Treasury Department carefully note any future re- 
gional flow of funds and move Treasury deposits to counteract any 
pronounced tendency for funds to leave any one region. 

5. Raise the persona] exemptions for income tax to afford a 
somewhat higher standard of living among low income groups. 

6. As a follow-up to No. 3, formulate a long-range program for 
development of mineral resources of the region. 

7. Double Social Security Act Federal payments for old-age 
assistance and aid to dependent children. 

8. Provide Federal Aid to public education. 

9. Establish a minimum wage possibly between 60 to 75 cents 
an hour, but make it flexible enough to enable downward adjust- 
ments in the event of drastic price declines. 

All of that makes sense. There is an argument about freight 
rates, as yet, but even so the weight of ‘the argument is with the 
economists, who do not throw it out but who refuse to classify it 
as being any longer of real importance. 

It is an excellent report. Let the arguments go on. They will 


prove helpful. 

“ I used this as a preamble to the little story

of the nation refuse to ask for any cut in Federal spending to the 
States.

Editor Constitution: This week I had a visitor 
in my office seeking information concerning the 
organization of the State Government and the 
City Government of the City of Atlanta. In the 
discussion that followed several pertinent ques- 
tions with regard to the duties and authority of 
various offices of State and city were asked and, 
not having this information at my fingertips, I 
assured my visitor that such information was 
—- at both the State Capitol and at the City 

all. 

To my surprise and consternation upon con- 
tacting the officials of both the State of Georgia 
and the City of Atlanta, I find that there is noth- 
ing in the way of printed matter available to the 
general public showing the State organization and 
the city organization insofar as outlining the 
duties and prerequisites of the various offices 
and judiciary groups is concerned. 

Upon investigation I find that the only group 
which has taken the trouble to break down the 
State organization and the city organization and 
their respective duties is the Georgia League of 
Women Voters and the Atlanta League of Women 
Voters. I find, however, that this material is avail- 
able only through these organizations and that 
the State authorities and the city authorities do 
not have any such material on hand which is 
available to the average citizen. 


For years we have had editorials proclaim-

ing the need for citizens to know and support 
their government and yet when Mr. Average Citi- 
zen attempts to find out how his government is 
set up and the functions of each office and the 
responsibilities, etc., he is likely to run into a 
blank wall insofar as getting information from 
what would normally be termed the proper 
sources with regard to the State and City Gov- 
ernments is concerned. I suggest, therefore, that 
your paper embark upon a campaign to call 
attention to this lack of information with the 
view in mind that State and city authorities will 
immediately compile this information in pam- 
phiet form and make it available to the citizens 
of the State of Georgia and the City of Atlanta. 
It is no wonder the average citizen is guilty of 
abysmal ignorance about his State Government 
and City Government when he practically has to 
take out a search warrant to find out just how 
his State Government and his City Government 
are set up and operate. Certainly this is the type 
of information that should be available to all citi- 
zens simply upon request.

ST. SIMON ISLAND—The marshes, softly rippling in the breeze, were scarcely 
greener than the water, and the forlorn cries of seagulls overhead were like old 
friends’ voices heard again. From the familiar piers, fishermen, perennially middle-

aged, perennially optimistic, cast their lines and drew them in again, empty. 
Bathers bobbed in and out of the water and children played beneath striped 
pails, in the sand. You could weigh yourself on a machine here, have your pho- | 


tograph taken there; across the street was a skating rink and there was a dance pavilion few hun- 


dred yards away. 

It might have been Brighton in Sussex, or 
Reigate, on the Isle of Wight, or Hastings—any 
one of a dozen English resorts—up to a certain 
point. But the point did not go very far. If 
you discounted the fact that the ocean was wet, 
that too much sun would burn one’s shoulders, 
that swimmers wore bathing suits and liked to 
eat and drink, there was really little similarity 
between St. Simons, Ga., in 1949 and British sea- 
side resorts at any time,: particularly since the 
war. 

That was my impression on arrival here last 
Sunday afternoon and I have seen no reason 
since then for altering it. Indeed, the journey 
down could not have been accomplished in Brit- 
ain as it was here, for the Wendell Crowes, of 
Covington, would not, if they had lived in Britain, 
been allowed the petrol to fill the tank of their 
station wagon. 


There would have been no baked ham or 
stuffed eggs for a picnic lunch, no quanti- 
ties of tinned milk, tins of tongue, Spam, 
sugar, butter-or such supplies to equip the 
larder of the cottage. A British housewife 
might have saved up with careful parsimony 
a pound of lump sugar or a few ounces of 
margarine; she could have furnished toma- 
toes and lettuce and bread and have made 
a few anemic cookies, but that would have 
been all. And she, with her guests, would 
have had to travel by bus or train. 


Instead of wearing sunback dresses, which 
are a necessity in Georgia’s almost tropical heat, 
the Britons this Summer may wear tweed suits 
to the seashore, carry several sweaters and a 
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topcoat; and their slacks may be of flannel, un- | 


less the climate has changed since I left the im- 
perial isles. 

There'll be no oleanders there, brilliantly 
white by moonlight, softly rose as well as white 
in daytime; but at Brighton, Weston-super-mare 
in Somerset, Reigate and Hastings and Bourne- 
mouth and Oban, on the west coast of Scotland, 
parks will be brilliantly colorful with beds of 
geraniums, petunias, salvia, asters, dahlias and 
roses. Beautiful old brick houses at Sandown 
will have their mullioned windows almost cov- 
ered by climbing roses, and every cottage in 
Scotland will have its tiny, perfect garden. 

Here in Georgia the speedboats flash along 
the shoreline, their tanks well filled with gaso- 
line. Off the Isle of Wight there will be sail- 
boat races, the green pennants of one yacht club 
in bitter contest with the orange of another; 
and if the watchers on shore will look a bit farther 
out to sea, they may discover the Queen Mary or 
Elizabeth on her way to New York for another 
cargo of tourists. 


We see no great liners here, but there are 
picturesque small fishing craft, small yachts 
and the island steamers which carry visitors 
over to Jekyll for tours. Here the children 
drink “spinning wheels” and rich malted 
milk at drugstores; in England, pink-cheeked 
youngsters may be clamoring for pickled eels, 
a bottle of lemon squash, a sandwich of water- 
cress and fish paste. 


The Georgia fisherman, weary from his day’s 
sport, can stop in the village “package shop” for 
as many bottles of Scotch and Bourbon as he 
wants, but in Britain, where his supply of bottles 
is severely rationed, he will have to drop into a 
smoky Victorian “pub.” Even there he will be 
lucky if he can get a Scotch and soda; most likely 
he’ll have to be content with ale or beer. 

The Englishman’s dinner will probably con- 
sist of boiled fish, boiled potatoes, cauliflower 
and a heavy pudding. He’ll get no choice of 
steak, veal chops, roast beef, Virginia ham: but 
I do hope they will give him a bit of cheese for 
a savory. 

And when he goes for a stroll on the “shingle 
beach” or the “sands” after dinner, he will re- 
call that it was a man from Stratford in War- 
wickshire who wrote: 

“Like as the waves toward the pebbled shore, 
So do our minutes hasten to their end 
And the Briton will know that the words are 

as true in 1949 as they were in 1610, as true in 
Indonesia as in England and Georgia, and that 
is one thing that all beaches have in common.

T happens every day. Typical American boys 
and girls stand trembling before me in Boston 
Municipal Court waiting sentence for break- 

ing the law. 

Amazingly enough, in altogether too many 
cases, they are normal, upstanding children con- 
verted into pitiful, anti-social law-breakers by 
doting parents, who naively wreck their lives 
with an overabundance of love, money, or edu- 
cation. Too much of any one, or all three, causes 
disastrous results. 

For example, take the case of Helen, victim 
of too much mother love. Helen was 16, and 
spoiled. One day she came to her mother and 
said she wanted to be married right away to a 
sailor she had met the week before. 

“Bill’s got to ship out in four days,” the girl 
told her mother. “We've got to have your con- 
sent and you must tell the judge that Bill and 
I have been going together for a long time so 
he will grant a waiver of the five-day law.” 

The woman was afraid to stand firm for 
fear of displeasing her child. 

The next day the mother appeared before 
me in court with the young couple. She said 
her daughter and the sailor had been engaged 
for two years. I had no alternative but to grant 
the waiver. 

Several months later the girl was back in 
court seeking a divorce. Her sailor-husband 
had deserfed her. She was to become a mother, 
and was so crushed emotionally that she had at- 
tempted suicide. 

nstead of pampering her daughter, if this 
mother had exercised parental authority, Helen 
would have been spared her bitter ordeal. 

Parents frequently lavish excessive love on 
their offspring because they feel guilty of not 
being able to provide them with an expensive 
education or an abundance of spending money. 
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As a result, they let the children do anything - 


they please. 

Johnny was brought into court for stealing 
a car. I asked him why he didn’t buy a car. “My 
parents wouldn’t let me work, Your Honor, he 
replied. They had always shielded Johmny from 
hardship. As a result, when Johnny felt like 
stealing a car, he went right ahead, certain that 
his parents would face the consequences for him. 
But the courts don’t operate that way. Johnny 
was sent to a reform school. 

Then there are parents who lavish an excess 
of money on their offspring, never considering 
the serious injury which follows. Usually the 
reason is that they feel ‘guilty of not showing 
the youngsters enough affection. Yes, affection 
is necessary—in moderation. 

Doris was the. victim of such parents. Since 
childhood, she had all the money she wanted 
from her parents. Never taught economy, she 
bought the most expensive clothes and luxuries 
she wanted. Her parents traveled a great deal, 
and saw little of her. So they tried to make up 
for their absence with money. . 

While in college, Doris married a struggling 
fellow student. Her parents objected and cut her 
off financially. 

Doris had to go without new clothes. Lux- 
uries were out, and even sufficient food was 
hard to get. The little money they had, Doris 
squandered. .Bill, her husband, had to quit 
school. The job he obtained paid so poorly that 
they were in debt constantly. 

Nagging by Doris drove him to. commit 
several robberies. Eventually he was ar- 
rested and sentenced to a long term.

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him-——all because she was a. victim 
of overgenerous parents who failed to 
teach their daughter the value of money. 
Here is what too much parental gener- 
osity did to an 18-year-old youth who couldn't 
readjust his living when money was no longer 
available. 

He walked into a radio store and purchased 
recordings. Placing them on a crated television 
set, he asked the clerk if he might leave them 
until he called a cab. 

He returned in a few minutes, picked up the 
television set and recordings and hurried off in 
the cab, undetected. 

At home he wrote to the main office of the 
television manufacturer, stating that the set was 
defective, and requesting a refund. He then ex- 
pressed the set to them. A few days later he 
received several hundred dollars, the manufac- 
turer believing the young man had _ bought 
the set. 

Standing before me in court he admitted 
robberies amounting to more than $10,000. “Dad 
always gave me everything I wanted,” he told 
me. ‘Then Dad died, leaving me without funds. 
I had been so used to getting what I wanted 
that I just had to steal.”’ 

I have cases in which parents ruin their 
children’s lives by cramming too much education 
into their heads. It is folly to make a child 
spend his entire time studying at the expense of 
his social life. . | 

The result is usually a nervous breakdown, 
or too often the boys and girls become runaways. 

A couple of teen-age sisters stood in my 
court. The girls had been picked up in a Boston 
cafe, both intoxicated. It was their first of- 
fense. 

“Your Honor, we ran away from home be- 
cause Mother made us study constantly,” one 
sister said. “It was all work and no play. 

When our funds ran out, we had to beg money 
from strange people.”’ 

People ask me continually which is most 
important in raising children properly-- 
love, money, or education? 

The study I just completed shows that 
these are the main factors in either build- 

ing, or wrecking, children’s lives. 100

Sixteen-Year-Old Helen Cooxed Her | 
: 1 ndulgent Mother Into 
Granting Every Wish, Including Meateteas to a Sailor

ITH that strange intuition of her sex, 

she may have foreseen as she shrank 

shyly into a corner of the vast drawing 
room that she would marry him some day and, 
as befits a princess, live like a queen. 

Certainly she could never have anticipated 
the rest—the global quest of a fleeting happi- 
ness, the other women, the million-dollar suits, 
the edict that her husband could, if necessary, 
use the entire French army to eject her from 
his home.

Belle was foreed to earn a living for the 


child. And this she did in a most extraordinary 
way—by turning bandit. Exactly that. 

At this time bandits were as thick as bees 
in a clover patch. Stages were being robbed; 
trains held up. 

Belle began to ride with bandits. But not 
in an ordinary way—she dressed as a man. 

In Oklahoma was living a wealthy Creek 
Indian named Watt Grayson. On the evening 
of Nov. 20, 1873, four horsemen rode up—one 
was a woman dressed as a man. When they 
rode away they had $30,000. Her share of it 
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went to support_little Pearl. 

Once Belle had to get to Texas in a hurry, 
for the law was hot upon her trail. The officers 
were looking for a mother and little girl. Belle 
dressed little Pearl as a boy. One night at a 
hotel the proprietor said, ‘“‘What pretty curls 
your little boy has!”’ 

Little Pearl said, “I got durls, but I’m not 
a boy.” 

“You’re not a boy?” the man said in aston- 
ishment. 

“No, thir. I’m a girl.” 

Belle had to do some quick thinking, but 
Belle could do exactly that. 

She said, ‘‘He’s a boy, but because he has 
such pretty curls I sometimes call him ‘Mama’s 
pretty little girl.’ It makes him think he’s a

The man was a bit puzzled, but since the 
matter didn’t seem important he dropped it— 
and Belle and her little curly-headed boy escaped. 

Meantime little Pearl was growing up. And

, But, on opening night, in the midst of her 


dance, Pearl suddenly toppled over on the 
stage. The doctor said she had over-exerted, 
in the excitement, and had had a brain hemor- 
rhage. Belle was then told if the child tried 
again she might have another attack. Belle 
was heartbroken. Her child’s career was gone. 

Belle took Pearl to stay with some relatives 
in Conway, Ark., then returned to Dallas to earn 
money for her beloved child. 


Here is one way she got it. She met a 


“wealthy stockman named Patterson and gave 


him her warmest smiles. In no time he was 
following her. It cost him $2,500 which in those 
days was a lot of money. Belle went at once 
to Pearl, showed her the money and said, “See 
what Mama did for you.” 

Her idea was to give Pearl an education, so 
she could be a fine lady. Now and then Belle 
said, “I’ll be very proud of Pearl when she is 
a lady and lives in a big house.” 

» Meantime Belle became friendly with a man 
she thought she could get some money from— 
a man who enjoyed the improbable name of 
“Blue Duck.” She thought he was rich, but 
Blue Duck was poor as a turkey. He was a 
gambler. He said if he had some money to 
operate on, he could go to Dodge City, Kan., 
and knock down some apples. She gave him 
$2,000 of the stockman’s money and Blue Duck 
rode forth. But he was a gone gosling. They 
plucked him clean. He didn’t have-a feather 
to his back. 

‘ When he turned to Belle and told her what 
had happened, she was as mad as a wet hen. 

A few nights later she went to the gambling 
hall, pulled her pistol and said, “I'll trouble you 
-for that money.” She got it, too, did this aston- 
ishing woman. 

Now Belle took Pearl. to Dallas and tried 
to introduce her among the fashionable young 
people of Pearl’s age, but they would have noth- 
ing to do with her. And soon the money was 

one. 

Belle tried first this way, then that, to get 
her hands on money, but each time it slipped 
out like a piece of wet soap. 

Money! Pearl needed more and more of it. 
Belle became the “brains” of a band of outlaws 
and directed them in their work. She estab- 
lished a hideout 6n the South Canadian River 
which she named “Younger’s Bend’’—in honor 
of Pearl’s father. But they turned over little 
money to her, and she was not in a position to 
collect it. 

Finally she became so desperate she stole 
a horse. In almost no time she was in the 
hoosegow. Then she came up before ‘Hanging 
Judge”’ Parker who sentenced, during his days 
as judge, 88 men to be hanged. 

Belle received a shock—she was sentenced 
March 8, 1883, to the Federal Penitentiary in 
Detroit, Mich., for a year. 

Her letter to Pearl is a heartbreaking piece 
of writing, so earnest and sincere was Belle. 
She calls her ‘‘My baby, my sweet little one,” 
and tells her to study hard and become a lady. 

Her job in the prison was to weave chair 
bottoms out of split cane. 

In prison she wrote long and moving letters 
to Pearl advising her to lead a clean life and 
to keep away from bad associates. 

Because she was doing it for Pearl, she was 
a model prisoner. So good, in fact, that she 
was released at the end of nine months. Once 
she said, “It seemed like nine years,” 

When she got out she rushed back to Pearl 
—and received a shock. Pearl was in love with 
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a man that Belle did not approve of. If she 
could get Pearl away from the man, that would 
end it, Belle thought, and sent her daughter 
to Arkansas. | 

Thinking that this might not be enough to 
break up the engagement, she wrote a letter, 


signed Pearl’s name and sent it to the man. 


This letter said that she had changed her mind 
and had married another man. The young man 
believed the letter and married another girl.. 

After a few months, Pearl returned home, 
met the man on the street and was astounded 
to find he was married. She hurried home to 
her mother and there was a dreadful scene. 


NOW there came a wedge between Belle and 

her beloved daughter. In Pearl’s heart there 
was bitterness for her mother, where there had 
once been only love. Yet Belle was doing the 
best for her daughter she knew how. 

Meanwhile Belle needed money for Pearl, 
so she dressed up aS a man and robbed an 
Indian. Robbing aft Indian was the current way 
of picking up spending money. 

Then came the most disturbing néws Belle 
ever received. Pearl was going to become a 
mother. 

Belle demanded to know who was the ex- 
agg child’s father. But Pearl would not tell 

er, 

-“I never want_to.see the child,” Belle said. 

“You won’t,” said Pearl, filled’ with bitter- 
ness toward her mother. 

The next morning Pearl got on her horse 
and rode to Fort Smith, Ark., and put the ani- 
mal in a livery stable, the owner of which was 
supposed to be her suitor. There a “conference” 
between Pearl and the liveryman was held. 

Then Pearl rode away to Siloam Springs, 
Ark., and there, in April, 1887, the child was 
born. Pearl called her “Flossie.” 

Belle’s heart softened and she began to yearn 
to see little ‘‘Flossie.’”’ She wrote Pearl a touch- 
ing letter begging to see the grandchild, but 
Pearl had completely turned from ‘her mother 
and answered that her mother was not to see 
the child. Meanwhile Belle needed money and 
went out on another raid and got it. 

To make certain that her mother wouldn’t 
know where “Baby Flossie’ was, Pearl moved 
secretly to Wichita, Kan. 

A new turn in this strange story of the 
woman bandit who wanted her daughter to be- 
come a lady took place. 

On Feb. 3, 1889, Belle went for a ride on 
horseback and was mysteriously shot in the back 
and killed. 

Pearl was heartbroken at her mother’s death. 
She wailed till neighbors could hear. 

Then Pearl caused to be erected over her 
mother’s grave an expensive tomb. At the top 
she had an image carved of her mother’s fa- 
vomite horse, Venus, with a bell and a star 
also carved on the monument. 

At the bottom was a hand filled with flowers, 
and on the stone this inscription: 

BELLE STARR 
Born in Carthage, Mo., Feb. 5, 1848. 
Died Feb. 3, 1889. 
Shed not for her the bitter tear, 
Nor give the heart to vain regret; 

*Tis but the casket that lies here, 

The gem that filled it sparkles yet. 


NOW comes even the strangest part. Until her, 


mother’s death, Pearl had conducted her- 
self with dignity and self-respect, but now she. 
went to pieces. She married, but in almost no 
time left her husband. She became what the 
neighbors called “restless and morose” and 
talked about “Mama.” 

She lost her self-respect. She moved to Fort 
Smith, Ark., and led a wanton life. Sometimes 
when men who had known her mother came to 
see her she would talk to them, eagerly begging 
them to tell her things they remembered about 
her. One day she went to her mother’s grave 
near Porum in what is now Oklahoma. 

When she saw that vandals had chipped 
away part of the tombstone she had put up for 
her mother, she wept as if her heart would 
break. 

Pear! left Fort Smith and went, it is believed, 
to Douglas, Ariz., where in 1925 she died. Thus 
ends the strange story of the Bandit Woman’s 
Daughter.

ERB PHILBRICK was one of 17,000,000 
HH Americans who registered for the draft 
on Oct. 16, 1940. 

He was 24 and wore shell-rimmed glasses. 
The sight of one eye was impaired as the result 
of an accident in boyhood. 

Born in Somerville, Mass., Herb grew up 
there, attended Northeastern University nights 
for four years,.took a course at Lincoln Institute 
of Technology, married a hometown girl, Eva 
Luscombe, three years his junior. He took her 
to live in near-by Wakefield, joined the First 
Baptist Church, became a Sunday School teacher 
and editor of the church paper, enrolled at Har- 
vard for a graduate course in advertising and 
public relations. 

Herb registered for the draft in a school 
near his home. At that time, the young couple 
had no children and the neighbors figured the 
draft would get Herby early. 

When the first draftees were called up on 
Oct. 29, 1940, Herb Philbrick wasn’t among them. 
He wasn’t in the second call, either. Nor in the 
third. 

“Young Philbrick must be 4-F,” a neighbor 
remarked. 

A year passtd. Herb and his wife moved to 
Cambridge and Herb got a job with an envelope 
advertising company. 

Neighbors noticed that he went out a lot 
nights, alone. 

“It’s a shame how he leaves that nice young 
wife of his alone so much,” one neighbor said. 

Eva Philbrick said nothing. She had com- 
plete faith in Herb. She was contented, too, for 
she and Herb now had a child, named Constance. 

Then the Japs hit Pearl Harbor. Herb wasn't 
in the line of draftees marching to the railroad 
Station. 

“T see that young Philbrick is still around.” 

“He’s 4-F, I guess. Something the matter 
with one eye.” 

“Yuh? £4Well, 
he’s in!” 

Jokes about 4-Fs began cropping up. If you 
were a 4-F you had been rejected for military 
service for physical, mental or moral reasons. 
It was a bitterly cruel, unfair grouping and 
designation which eventually led to thousands of 
the thoughtless pointing the finger of scorn and 
belittlement at 1,919,000 Americans. 

Herb got himself a new job as assistant to 
Harry Browning, public relations director for a 
chain of New England motion picture theatres. 
He was an excellent worker, quick, decisive, un- 
ruffled, efficient. But nobody thought it was 
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much of a job for a young man whose country 
was fighting for its life on foreign battlefields 
and against a more insidious enemy boring from 
within. The Communists, now that Stalin was 
fighting Hitler, had merely gone underground. 

Herb’s new job seemed to keep him away 
from home more than ever. Part of it was going 
around with the movie stars who were selling 
war bonds. 

Yet even this extra work didn’t account for 
all the time Herb was spending away from home. 
Hardly a day passed that he wasn’t gone 18 
hours. A Sstrait-laced, deeply religious young 
man who didn’t drink, he really had folks won- 
dering, not only the neighbors but members of 
his own family. 

Through all the years of the war Herb Phil- 
brick stayed on his movie publicity job and left 
himself open, without any attempt at explanation, 
to whatever conclusions folks cared to draw. He 
was such a nice, quiet, unassuming guy, so well 
liked, that not so many slurring remarks were 
made behind his back as in many another case. 

When the war ended there were four little 
Philbricks, all girls, and Herb was still on his 
job and still staying away from home a good 
deal. 

After a few months of peace, folks stopped 
remarking that you’d been a 4-F. It was still 
in some minds, but it was out of circulation as 
a joke. 

Besides, there was something more important 
to talk about. Russia had launched the cold war. 
The plot for Communist domination of Europe 
and then the world had become apparent. 

Herb’s churchfellows and co-workers dis- 
cussed it from all angles. Herb didn’t have much

to say, one way or another. 

Then in New York City one day not long ago, 
U. S. Attorney John F. X. McGohey, who was 
prosecuting the 11 Communist leaders accused 
of working towards the overthrow of the govern- 
ment by violence, called one Herbert A. Phil- 
brick as a witness—to the consternation of Reds 
throughout the world! Retiring, efficient little 
picture puffing Herb was revealed at last in a 
role more thrilling than the lead of any movie 
he’d ever plugged. For nine long years he had 
been a counterspy for the FBI in the ranks of 
New England Communists, a phony Communist 
himself, working his way into the innermost 
secret circles and regularly reporting every 
secret to the agency protecting his country. 

He had made recordings, kept a diary, even 
made photographs for a complete record of all 
that went on in Communist circles and no one 
except the FBI had ever known, not his parents, 
nor his sister, nor his friends—-only his wife— 
one woman who can really keep a secret. 

No medals, citations or service ribbons for 
Herb Philbrick. Not even the pay of an Army 
private. Only, in the end, a brief public acknowl- 
edgment from the FBI, which was a far greater 
reward than he had hoped for when he under- 
took the work. 

Herb’s neighbors know now that both before 
and after the United States declared war Herb 
Philbrick tried to enlist in the Marines and in 
the Army and was turned down because of the 
injured eye that resulted in his draft deferment. 

Among millions more Americans who bore no 
arms in the war there are many, many others 
like him who did and are continuing to do- great 
patriotic service, 

Their names may never be known to the gen- 
eral public lest their usefulness be destroyed.

Statue—Her 
Beauty Hidden 
by a Strange 
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SHARP pain tore the heart of the lovely 
A queen as she looked at her temple image. 
She gasped—and almost cried out. 

This—this was the way she would be known 
to all the centuries. This rough, masculine, 
bearded. figure would be called by her name, 
I-atshepsut, Pharaoh of the Upper and Lower 
Lgypts, ruler of the Horus-Throne. 

She knew that it was right—-that tradition 
cemanded that the Pharaoh be pictured as a 
man in the temple images. She knew that she 

the first of the great Queens of Egypt—could 
not alter that tradition. 

Yet she was all but weeping as she fled back 
to her quarters—back to the polished metal mir- 
ror that assured her she was, indeed, lovely— 
that showed her once again her soft lips, her 
finely modeled face, her deep, beautiful eyes. 

The time was the 15th Century B.C.—and 
while no one now knows the exact details of how 
Iiatshepsut behaved when she first saw her 
bearded temple image, evidence has been uncov- 
ered which indicates that she probably reacted 
just as any other lovely woman would. 

There seems to be no doubt that she was 
beautiful. Fourteen centuries were to pass be- 
fore Egypt was to know another queen to rival 
her—Cleopatra, one of the great beauties of all 
time. But, while Cleopatra was always known 
as a beauty, Hatshepsut was to be pictured for 
more than 3,000 years as the queen who tried to 
hide her sex, the woman who disguised herself 
as a man. . 

Only recently have Egyptologists revealed 
her for the lovely woman that she was—only 
recently have such evidences of her feminine 
tastes come to light as the intricate, beaded 
necklace acquired by the Friedsam Memorial 
Library at St. Bonaventure College in western 
New York State—a necklace some 3,400 years 
old.

She ‘who lives, like Ra, 
eternally,’ was, of course, 
: Hatshepsut. She would live 
in her memorials, in her temple images. 

But Egyptian tradition was strict: Centuries 
ago—before the First Dynasty—kings of Egypt 
had worn short beards. 

By the time of the 18th Dynasty, when Hat- 
reigned, Egyptologists believe that 
Egypt’s kings could raise only the straggliest 
of beards—if any at all. 

Yet the Pharaoh must, in his formal appear- 
ances, be bearded. And so the kings of Egypt 
had adopted the short, formalized, artificial 
beards worn on religious occasions—and shown 
in their images in the temples. 

Hatshepsut was no exception. 

Many a time she must have put aside the 
delicate jewels—of which the necklace at St. 
Bonaventure is typical—to appear bearded at 
formal religious rites. 

Yet she would not submerge herself entirely. 
Some things persist—a few statues which show 
her as a lovely woman—portraits of the queen as 
she was; a few temple inscriptions that tell some 
of her story. 

When she died, after reigning as Pharaoh for 
some 15 years, the youthful Thutmose III at- 
tempted to expunge every record of her exist- 
ence. Such of her statues as he could find were 
destroyed—but fortunately he did not discover 
them all. : 

Her tomb was discovered in 1841—but her 
mummy was not in it. The tomb had been looted 
of everything of value before its opening by 
archeologists. 

It was feared that every intimate souvenir 
of her reign had been lost. 

In 1926, however, the Procurator General of 
the Franciscan Order in Rome came into posses: 
sion of her necklace in Cairo. 

And it was accompanied by documents which, 
properly authenticated it. 

It is that necklace—once one of the treasures 
of the first of the world’s recorded beauties— 
that now rests serenely in the library of St. Bom 
aventure College.

ROM behind a window overlooking the teem- 
ing yard of the engineering plant, the little 
old lady waited for another crisis in the 

‘story of John Anderson. There had been many 
in the 40 years since she married him, and this 
one, coming after his death, could hardly affect 
her, but it. interested her mightily.

evidence that led his examiners to classify him 
as an “aggressive psychopath.” 

“This man is dangerous,” the _ doctors 
warned. ‘He is irresponsible. At any moment 
he may yield to an uncontrollable impulse and 
commit a violent crime.”’ 

Nevertheless, Private Jones was_ released 
from the Army prison. 

He was bent on getting out of the Army, too, 
so he stole a Sten gun and killed an officer he 
never had seen before. 

“I lost my temper, and fired on a sudden 
urge—an impulse,’ Jones said in the witness 
box at his trial. 

Referring to the medical opinion that the 
man was irrésponsible, defending counsel asked 
for a verdict of manslaughter, pleading that 
Jones was so emotionally upset at the time of 
the shooting that his temper was beyond his 
control. 

Private Jones was found guilty of man- 
slaughter—not murder—and sentenced to 15 
years in prison. - 

If ha,had been kept under observation when 
the medical warning was issued a life might 
have been spared, and his own trouble might 
have been alleviated. 

The case of Private Jones was unusual and 
does not imply that on the basis of brain- 
wave tests alone it would be possible to predict 
that certain persons are potential killers. 

“Unfortunately, many murderers and other 
offenders have superior or at least normal brains 
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and merely lack ethical principles,” 
Dr. John H. Taterka, Assistant 
Clinical Professor of Neurology, at 
New York University. Medical 
School, pointed out. 

“It also is true that many persons who never 
will do any harm in this world have abnormal 
brain waves, probably because they were victims 
of head injuries, suffered an organic brain dis- 
ease in infancy, or have some epileptic 
tendency.” 

To be of real value in the field of criminology 
the brain wave test, Dr. Taterka pointed out, 
must be considered in relation to various other 
psychological and psychiatric studies and a 
complete understanding of the individual's case 
history. 

Dr. Taterka, who is connected with the Dept. 
of Electro-encephalography at Bellevue Psychi- 
atric Hospital, has read the electro-encephalo- 
grams of a great number of criminals passing 
through the prison ward thee. 

‘In my experience,” he said, “the ratio of 
abnormal waves among criminals is not larger 
than in control series (normal individuals. )” 

Studies made by other experts bear this out 

It is not in criminology but in the field 
of neuropsychiatry, especially in the diagnosis 
of disorders such as epilepsy, brain tumors and 
other brain disease that brain-wave findings 
frequently are invaluable.

They also serve as a guide in limiting the use 
of electric shock treatments for mental patients, 
and help determine the nature of head injuri&, 

In the files of Bellevue Hospital thousands 
of cases of such use are on record. 

One of these is that of a young woman of 
30 who went to the hospital complaining of 
sinking spells and near-loss of consciousness. 
For a year and a half she had been growing 
increasingly apathetic, withdrawn and de 
pressed. She suffered headaches and nausea. 

There was only one physical sign suggesting 
something might be wrong. That was an 
asymmetrical (lopsided) smile which only an 
expert would have recognized as a warning 
signal of possible brain disorder. This woman's 
electro-encephalogram showed a focus of slow 
(delta) waves in an area near her left temple 
which was suggestive of a brain tumor. Located 
by brain waves, it was removed by surgery. 

A little girl of nine, after being il] with a 
severe cold and a f@ver, was unable to walk. 
Psychiatrists offered the opinion that her help- 
lessness was merely an_ hysterical reaction. 
They suggested that she was_ jealous of a 
younger sister and in her subconscious mind 
was. trying to get attention for herself. 

A brain-wave test showed that the child 
actually was suffering from the after-effects of 
an infectious brain disease-——perhaps mild sleep- 
ing sickness—which had accompanied her cold. 
She was sent to a convalescent home, given 
proper follow-up treatment, and helped much, 

A 14-year-old boy had suffered a head In- 
jury at the age of eight, and several tmes 
after difficulties with the law had been sent to 
a reformatory. Eventually he came to the hos- 
pital for observation.

who asked if she could relate her own ex- 
perience with the problems of irreligion. 
This, moving story was the result. The 
writing is hers. The name is not. She used 
a pseudonym in deference to the parents 
whose beliefs she respects regardless of how 
much she may now disagree.

HEN I opened the pages of The Ameri- 
can Weekly some time ago and read the 
story of little Terry McCollum, whose 
unbelieving parents scorned God and drove reli- 
gion from the schools of Champaign, IIl., I felt 
a deep compassion for this unfortunate child. 

I, too, was an atheist’s child, although my 
parents considered that religion—or the lack 
of it—was the private affair of each individual. 
They would never have dreamed of interfering 
with the rights and wishes of others as did 
Terry's mother, Mrs. Vashti McCollum. It was 
her protest against religion in schools which 
won the support of the United States Supreme 
Court and threw a troublesome shadew over 
the right to bring God into the classroom. 

I was far luckier than the McCollum boy. 
At least I was given a code of ethics, a sense 
of values and a philosophy for living which 
helped to prop up my own beginnings as a 
doubter of all things religious. 

Let me uncover for you-——as I lived it—the 
past history of an atheist’s child. 


UT first let me list for you the substitute 

“commandments” that were intended to make 
my living in today’s world endurable and pleas- 
urable. 

I was taught: 


10. That Jesus Christ should be regarded 
as a good man who wanted to reform the Jew- 
ish church and that His apostles misunderstood 
Him and, after His death, misinterpreted His 
teachings and nearly everything He said. 


HERE you have the background against 

which I moved as a child and grew up into 
womanhood. At home-—in Portland, Ore.—I 
could not be friendly and at ease with other 
children when God was mentioned. 

Spoken belief in Him infuriated me, because 
my playmates were unmoved, unchanged when 
I declared there was no God and tried to prove 
it by quoting the family. Sometimes their 
mothers sent me home when I got hysterical; 
sometimes they joined the wordy battle. 

I received my share of children’s natural 
cruelty toward the one who is different, but a 
few hiked me enough to put up with the indi- 
rect approach of a shy and unbelieving child. 

My family, however, considered religion an 


interesting phenomenon. Members of the family 


took me to various churches on special days 
such as Easter or Christmas. 

I remember clearly a_ beautiful Catholic 
Easter Mass I attended. The member of my 
family who took me to church that day told me 
that the ceremony—the solemn movements of 
priests and altar boys, the public and communal 
worship of the Almighty——could all be traced 
back to pagan religions. It was all explained to 
me as the propitiation of a jealous God in whom 
no right-thinking person could believe. 


My family considered the having of a big 
family of children to whom parents could not 
give the best of everything a far greater sin 
than any the church inveighed against. I was 
an only child, longing for brothers and sisters 
in a family of busy adults. : 

By the time I was 13 I had learned to keep 
my atheism secret. You make a few friends— 
and lose a lot-——-arguing against God. Yet this

The Channel —§ Islands — 
Jersey and Guernsey—have 
long been a haven for ab- 
sconding males who wanted 
to get out from under what- 
ever marital problems they 
had, because of a strange 
legal loophole which renders 
the British government pow- 
erless to extradite a man 
from the islands. 

By tradition, the islands 
are almost independent lit- 
tle empires which make and 
enforce their own laws. 

The people of the islands 
are not happy about being 
overrun by this influx of 
husbands dodging mainte- 
nance orders or other un- 
welcome responsibilities. 


SINCE the war, more than 

150 such cases have come 
to the notice of authorities 
in Jersey alone, and nobody 
knows how many more there 
are that haven’t_ been 
checked, or how many more 
runaways there might be 
on Guernsey.

OUIS UNTERMEYER, poet, editor and ama- 
| teur oracle in international politics of a 

pinkish hue, had his first boyhood crush on 
Maude Adams, the actress, who inadvertently 
caused the end of his normal education at the 
age of 16. 

He was taken out of school and put to work 
in his father’s jewelry business because he re- 
peatedly played hookey to attend her matinees. 

In the years that followed, Untermeyer—who 
was 63 his last birthday—found many a hearth 
for his love, and many a hollow tub for his 
philosophic thumping. 

He was married five times, twice to the same 
woman, received as many divorces, Mexican 
mail order and otherwise, and spent much of his 
mature years in court, battling his ex-wives, 

His marriages, di- 
vorces and court wran- 


gles, however, did not 
still his’ prolific pen. 
On the contrary, they 


gave him numerous op- 
portunities to set down 
his saccharine thoughts 


in verse to his latest 
love. 

Those numerous ro- 
mantic interludes _ nat- 
urally distressed his 
adoring mother, who 


continued to her death 
to be disturbed by his 
volatile nature. Of her 
he once wrote: 

“She looked upon my 
first wife as a deliberate 
challenge; she scorned 
my second as an imper- 
tinent intrusion; ‘and 
only age and weariness 
reconciled her finally to 
my third,” She was 
gone before his fourth 
appeared on the scene. 

After his first crush 
on Maude Adams, he be- 
came _ fascinated’ with 
the famous Russian ac- 
tress, Alla Nazimova. 
He saw her in Ibsen’s 
‘A Doll’s House,’ and 
immediately wrote a 
long poem and_  dedi- 
cated it to her. It was printed in “Theatre 
Magazine.” He was then 18. 

Not long after that he began to mingle with 
the long-haired set of Greenwich Village. It 
might be added that he joined the heavy-think- 
ing world-changers, deserted them for a time, 
then rejoined them in later years in such ques- 
tionable projects as the recent Red-dominated 
“Cultural and Scientific Conference for World 
Peace”’ at New York’s Waldorf-Astoria. 

It was during his first fling in this kind 
of a world that he fell in love with Poetess Jean

Starr. She was the little ‘‘girl-woman” who ad-. 


mired his piano playing, a view never shared 
by his music teacher. He was 19 when this ro- 
mantic adventure began. 

His mother fought the engagement and the 
subsequent marriage two years later, but the 
romance lasted, more or less, for 20 years before 
the divorce in 1926. 

After his divorce from Jean Starr he married 
Virginia Moore, another poetess. He was di- 
vorced from Virginia in 1928; re-married Jean 
Starr and was re-divorced from her in 1933 in 
Mexico by mail order. 

Then he married Esther Antin, a lawyer and 
former police judge in Toledo, separated from 
her in 1944 and was divorced from her, also by 
mail order in Mexico, in 1948. Next he married 
Bryna Ivens, still another poetess and writer, 
the same year. 

As long as he confined his interest to women 
who could woo the muses with him, Untermeyer’s 
frequent change of heart apparently aroused no 
intense opposition. However, when he married 
Esther Antin, the lawyer and former police 
judge, his real troubles began. She hasn't been 
SO easy to appease.

dack estate of 169 acres with a swimming pool, 
hunting lodge and a 10-room house with four 
bathrooms. 

Untermeyer also agreed to pay her $105 
weekly alimony, turned over $8,000 in stock and 
royalty rights which he said netted her $3,000 
a year. 

However, early this year, a few months after 
his marriage to Bryna Ivens, Esther Antin filed 
another suit against him in New York City. She 
asked that the court declare null and void the 
divorce obtained by Untermeyer from her in 
Mexico and to declare void his subsequent mar- 
riage to Bryna Ivens. 

In her suit, Esther contended that Unter- 
meyer’s Mexican divorce from Jean Starr was 
likewise invalid. Esther maintained, however, 
that she (Esther) and Untermeyer had lived 
together as husband and wife from 1933 to 1937 
in Toledo, and that under the laws of that state 
this constituted a common law marriage. 

Esther also maintained that Untermeyer did 
not abide by the separation granted by the 
New York court in 1944. 

“He, apparently, at the age of 63,” she 
charged, “is still an inveterate anthologist, col- 
lecting wives with an eye always open for new 
editions. . 

“He has been involved in litigation with every

In his answer, Untermeyer said that perhaps 
he was still legally married to Jean Starr, al- 
though he wished to remain with Bryna Ivens. 
It was possible, he said, that the mail order 
Mexican divorce decrees he received from Jean 
Starr and Esther Antin were invalid. He ad- 
mitted neithef® he nor his wives appeared in the 
Mexican courts when those decrees were granted. 

As to who is his legal wife now, and whether 
or not Esther has any further claim on him on 
the basis of their alleged common law marriage, 
those are questions the court had not decided 
when this was written.

It was only natural that young Heyward Cutting should 
approve of the match. 

At that time he had just come to the place in his United 
States history where the Civil War between the Monitor 
and the Merrimac was described. 

Like the true son of a sailor he read the description of 
the battle avidly and sought more information. J. Lorimer 
Worden, a twinkle in his eye, offered to help. 

“Matter of fact, it’s my favorite battle,” Worden ex- 
plained. “My grandfather was. in it.” 

“What did he do?” 

‘“‘He commanded the Monitor—the little iron ‘cheese box 
on a raft’—that made the Confederates laugh, until it 
steamed out to meet the big ironclad Merrimac, that was 
going to sweep the Union shipping off the Atlantic.” 

Although historians described the actual result of the 
battle as a standoff, J. Lorimer Worden and Heyward Cut- 
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ting solemnly agreed that the Monitor had won; that the 
Wordens and the Cuttings were hard to beat on the sea. 
The marriage of Worden and Mrs. Angela Mills Cutting 
ended her self-imposed exile from the world of society. 
Heyward Cutting completed his education in Paris and 
at Harvard, while his mother and his “other father” enter- 
tained society leaders in their New York mansion. 


ela the coming of World War I, Heyward Cutting 
turned from his first love, sailing, and achieved his 
second ambition, flying. Again, Angela Mills Cutting hid 
her fears when her son announced he had become a member 
of the 147th Squadron, First Pursuit Group, and went about 
the task of making the air too hot for the Germans. 

Armistice Day found him unscathed. Now surely, he 
would be content to settle down and embrace a profession. 

Heyward Cutting kept shaking his head, and smiling. 
Didn’t anybody remember the third of his childhood ambi- 
tions: To be an explorer? 

It took him quite a while, but Cutting managed to 
“make the team” of Roy Chapman Andrews, one of the 
most prominent of the practical explorers of the period. 
Cutting’s Knowledge of gasoline engines, gained from auto- 
mobiles and airplanes, landed him a place in an expedition 
of the American Museum of Natural History, which was 
to cross the Gobi Desert under the direction of Andrews. 

By the time the expedition got under way, in 1922, Hey- 
ward Cutting felt he had to, win the consent and approval 
of two women—his mother and his bride of a few months, 
the former Constance Cleveland Roberson. He had their 
blessings, and their prayers, during the long absence in Asia.

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He came home to hear the famous Andrews give him 
credit for “keeping the expedition moving’ and then, his 
three ambitions satisfied, Heyward Cutting assumed the 
role of husband and father. In the space of five years, 
Heyward, Jr.; Constance and Patricia were born. 

When the children were old enough to travel, Constance 
took them with her for an extended visit with Mrs. Angela 
Cutting Worden, then in Paris. The same year, 1926, Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, Crown Prince of Sweden, visited New 
York and society rushed to entertain him. 

A high point in the rofind of entertainment was the 
reception and banquet tendered him by the George F. 
Bakers at their estate in Locust Valley, L. I. 

Heyward Cutting was invited to attend, and went alone 
because of his family’s trip to Europe. Early in the morn- 
ing he left with H. Nelson Slater and Austen Gray, for 
the return to Manhattan in Slater’s roadster. 


N EAR Glen Cove the purr of the engine was punctuated 
by a sharp explosion as one of the tires burst: Slater 
and Gray were thrown clear as the automobile turned over; 
Cutting was pinned and crushed under the capsized roadster. 
His fellow passengers, dazed but not seriously injured, 
made their way back to the wreckage and wefe trying to 
move it when a limousine halted and Heiress Millicent 
Rogers, then the Countess of Salm, stepped out to help, 

After one look she sent her chauffeur to summon doc- 
tors and police while she helped extricate the unconscious 
Cutting. He was rushed 'to a hospital where surgeens de- 
cided on an emergency operation. But before it could be 
performed, he who had defied death on the high seas, in 

the air and on an uncharted desert, died. 
At first, his widow and his mother 
refused to believe the cable that told of 
_the tragedy. . Constance Roberson Cut- 
ting and the three children hurried home 
on the first boat. Later, she returned to 
England with her children. 

His mother, after confirmation of Heyward’s death, 
collapsed under a cumulative burden of grief. Between 
the two premature deaths of her first husband and her son, 
she had seen another of her dreams dissolve in the musty 
atmosphere of a courtroom. 

As her son advanced into manhood, Angela and her 
second husband, J. Lorimer Worden, drifted apart. 

By the time of Heyward’s marriage in 1921, his mother 
and stepfather had been divorced. Both turned to marriage 
again, she to become Princess Boris Scherbatow and 
Worden to become the husband of Mrs. Lounsberry Perry. 


N 1938, 18 years after this latter marriage, the sea once 

more played a tragic part in the saga of the Cutting 
family circle. Though .still a striking figure, J. Lorimer 
Worden, at 64, was ill and given to brooding. 

In June of that year he booked passage on a boat from 
Providence, R. I., to New York, under a name not his own. 
When the boat docked, his absence was discovered and 
police notified. 

A few days later the body of the grandson of a naval 
hero was washed ashore near Jamestown, R. I., not too far 
from the spot where the ocean had claimed the life of his 
predecessor in the life of Angela Mills. 

As for Angela, after searching far and wide for a place 
in which to live out her remaining years, she finally settled 
in St. Augustine, Fla.—where the Atlantic is calm and 
peaceful and sedate, unlike the turbulence and the violence 
that is characteristic of the same sea as it batters New 
Jersey and Long Island, where the ill-fated Cuttings lived.

HE boy was eating ice cream. He was small 
T and sandy-haired and there was a spatter of 
freckles around his nose. The waitress had 
watched him coming in. Now she noticed his 
strong brown hands. 

“You a jockey?” she asked, probably for 
want of something to say. ' 

“No, ma’am.”’ 

“Himmm,” she reflected, ‘““you ought to make 
a good one. You've got the right build. And 
those hands...” 

The boy told her he and his mother had come 
to Seattle from South Carolina. He said he 
did¥ft know the first thing about horses. The 
conversation broke off. 

The waitress started to hum a new tune, then 
sto “You couldn’t miss,”’ she said. “Look, 
I know Ralph King. He’s a trainer over at Long- 
acres. I’m going to have him look you over. 
Mind ?” 

The boy didn’t mind at all and a few days 
later he was working at the King barn, walking 
horses after workouts, cleaning out stables and 
soaping tack. 

That was back in 1946 and the boy’s name 
was Gordon Glisson. 

He was only 15 then and at first gave no sign 
of any particular genius in the saddle. But the 
payoff on waitress Alice Fay’s hunch came sooner 
than either of them expected. 

Fame and fortune, the winner’s circle and the 
roar of the crowd were actually near at hand. 

Young Glisson worked for King at the Seattle 
track and later moved on with him to Phoenix, 
Ariz. There, in 1947, King sold his contract to 
J. K. Houssels, a Nevada hotel man. 

Glisson was riding by the spring of 1948. He 
lost his first race at the Aksarben track, near 
Omaha, and was shut out for the entire meeting. 

In July, he was back at Longacres and Miss 
Fay was in the stands when he won his first race 
aboard the Houssels three-year-old Ernie C. The 
horse paid $55 for $2. 

A few days later, he won his second race with 
Maiden Quest and when the meeting was over 
he had tallied 10 firsts. 

As an apprentice jockey, he was entitled to 
a five-pound weight allowance—which expires or 
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the anniversary of his 
first winning race, in 
Glisson’s case July 2, 
1949, 

Leaving Seattle, Glis- 
son rode at Bay Mea- 
dows and Elko, Nev., 
completing both meet- 
ings without once visit- 
ing the winner's circle. 

At Golden Gate Field, 
Albany, Calif., the gold- : 
en boy really hit pay ; 
dirt. He collected 27 f 
winners. Then, at Tan- ; 
foran, he rode 46 more, / 
this time running ahead 
of the famous Johnny 
Longden, whose total 
was 41. 

By now he was the 
horse players’ darling. 

He came to Santa Anita, 
California’s most important race track, in De- 
cember and was the sensation of the long 50-day 
meeting. 

The bettors played him regardless of mount 
or form or early odds and he rewarded them 
handsomely. Occasionally, though, they let one 
get away from them. One such was Emergency 
Coat, which he drove to an unexpected win at 
$70.90 for the customary deuce. - 

He broke all records for apprentices. long 
before the 50 days were over and had more win- 
ners than any other rider, including two of 
America’s greatest, Longden and Eddie Arcaro. 

Before the running of this year’s $100,000 
Santa Anita Derby for three-year-olds, owner 
Clifford Mooers asked Arcaro and Longden to 
ride his Old Rockport. Both jockeys figured the 
colt’s chances of winning the stake were slim 
and turned down the offer. 

Glisson, the third choice, accepted. He almost 
lost the mount when the horse ran out of the 
money in the Derby Trial, a week before the big 
race. It was one of the boy’s few poorly judged 
races, 

But Mooers stayed with his original choice 
and Glisson rode a perfect race in the Derby, col-

laring the favorite, Olym- 
pia, in the stretch and gal- 
loping to an easy win. The 
mutuel prices were $68.10, 
$17.70 and $9.30. 

It was the first time in 
turf history an apprentice 
jockey won a $100,000 race. 

Afterwards, the enthu- 
Slastic owner decided to 
enter Old Rockport in the 
Kentucky Derby. He also 
decided the boy from 
Winnsboro, S. C., would 
ride him in Mat Winn’s run 
for the roses. 

Glisson continued to 
win at Santa Anita. In 
the $100,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap, he led all the way with Solidarity, and 
finished fourth—but had three winners on the 
Same card. 

When Santa Anita closed, he had 57 winners. 


Longden and Arcaro had 47 and 39 respectively. 


The 18-year-old phenomenon took his honors 
modestly. He was a favorite in the jockey room 
and Longden and Arcaro were particularly eager 
to help him master his trade. 


Once, riding in a race with Arcaro, he lost 
his whip in a driving finisa. The next day, the 
four-time Kentucky Derby winner posed for pie-

But through his wisdom in keep- 
ing both feet on the ground he had 
provided a good living through the 
years for himself and his wife and 
had reared and educated two daugh- 
ters and a son.

The “millionaire barber’s” frus- 
tration recalled many other cases in 
Which persons who seemed on the 
verge of coming into great wealth 
had the money bags snatched from 
in front of their eyes. 

One of the most spectacular re- 
cent instances of a slip between cash 
and hip pocket came in New York 
last year after a lengthy court hear- 
ing over $500,000 left by the late 
Mrs. Mabel Seymour Greer. 

The case burst into headlines in 
1946 when an attorney disclosed that 
the supposedly childless Mrs. Greer 
once confided to him that she had 
mothered a son born out of wedlock 
more than half a century before. 

She named a prominent Massa- 
chusetts physician as the father, 
and voiced belief that her son was 
Harold Alfred Segur, a middle-aged 
office worker of Worcester, Mass. 


HE New York Surrogate ruled that 

Mrs. Greer had been mistaken 
in her assumption that Segur was 
her son. Instead, a musty birth 
certificate dug up in Boston satisfied 
the court that the widow’s son was 
one Willard Blossom Seymour, a 
penniless circus roustabout. 

Unfortunately for Seymour, he 
had died in Boston a year and nine 
days after the passing of the mother 
he never knew. | 

The four children of James A. 
Stillman, millionaire and former 
president of one of New York 
City’s most powerful banks, thought 
they were in line for millions when 
their late father’s will stipulated 
that they share and share alike in 
his estate. However, an inventory 
in 1944 showed that Stillman had 
left his children a legacy of debt. 

Stillman, who inherited nearly 
$11,000,000 and a bank presidenc~’ 
from his father, had apparently 
made too many bad investments in 
Wall Street. At the time of his 
death, he was actually more than 
$200,000 in debt.

F IT had not been for Norman Thorne, her 
[ sturay, black-haired fiance, the mystery of 
Elsie Cameron’s disappearance might never 
have been cleared up. 

Miss Cameron left her parents’ home at Clif- 
ford Gardens in suburban Kensal Rise, London, 
shortly after noon Friday, Dec. 5, 1924. Her des- 
tination was Thorne’s small poultry farm on the 
outskirts of Crowborough, a Sussex village about 
50 miles south of London. She had often visited 
him there, and on these occasions would stay 
overnight at the home of a near-by couple. 

Thorne, a .former resident of Kensal Rise, 
had first met Elsie four years before at the 
local Sunday School. He, like herself, came from 
a family of devout churchgoers; he was not only 
a Sunday School teacher but a Band of Hope 
speaker and the organizer of a large troop of 
Boy Scouts. 

When they’d become engaged, in mid-Decem- 
ber, 1922, Elsie had followed his example and 
joined the Alliance of Honor, an organization 
of young people. By that time; he had already 
moved to Crowborough, and become known there 
as an earnest, hard-working young fellow with 
a good head on his shoulders. 

But for the postwar business slump, Thorne 
would probably have remained in Kensal Rise, 
and become Elsie’s husband after an engage- 
ment of but a few months at the most. 


E HAD served in the war as a member of 

the Royal Air Force, and then had worked 
with a London engineering firm. 

But hard times had come, and, rather than 
accept dole from the government, he had bor- 
rowed a small amount of capital from his ac- 
countant-father and startéd the poultry farm, 
where he lived in a cheerless, one-room corru- 
gated iron shack. 

As related, Elsie left her home early Friday 
afternoon, and normally would have returned to 
town by Monday morning. When she did not 
reappear, her parents felt no alarm; she was 
unemployed at the moment, so there would be 
no need for her to return by any particular day. 

But then on Tuesday, Dec. 8, and again on 
Wednesday, letters addressed to Elsie in Thorne’s 
handwriting, and postmarked Crowborough, ar- 
rived at the Cameron home. It occurred to the 
girl’s parents to wonder why Thorne should be 
writing her, since she supposedly was still in 
Crowborough. If she wasn’t there, what had 
become of her? 

On Wednesday, Elsie’s father, Donald G. 
Cameron, a traveling salesman, wired Thorne: 

“Elsie left Friday. Have heard no news. Has 
she arrived?” 

Thorne replied: 

“Not ‘here. Open my letters. Cannot under- 
stand.” 

His first letter, written on Sunday, began: 

“My Own Darling Elsie: Well, where did you 
get to yesterday? I went to Groombridge and 
you did not turn up.” (On previous occasions, 
Elsie had left London on Saturdays, and Thorne 
would meet the train at Groombridge, the near- 
est station on the main line.) ° 

His second letter began: 

“Dearest Elsie: I was expecting a letter to- 
day, especially after not seeing you on Saturday, 
and not hearing’from you.’’” 

Mr. and Mrs. Cameron went to the Kensal 
Rise police station that same day and reported 
that their daughter was missing. They had been 
able to trace her, they said, only as far as a 
local beauty parlor, where she had gone to have 
her hair waved. 

True, she had left on Friday, and Thorne ap- 
parently hadn’t expected her until Saturday, but 
they assured’ the police sergeant on duty that 
Elsie would never do anything that might cause 
them a moment’s worry. 


HE officer listened sympathetically, but it was 

all routine stuff to him. Girls were always 
‘disappearing’ in Londan, usually voluntarily. 

As required, Elsie’s description was forwarded 
to Scotland Yard, and the Yard in turn included 
the matter in its ‘‘Police Information,” which 
is circulated daily to the police stations of the 
country. The newspapers accorded the story 
only the barest notice. 

On Dec. 12, Police Constable J. B. Beck of 
Crowborough made the customary routine call 
on Thorne. 

The property, although situated in one of the 
most attractive corners of England, lay some- 
what off the beaten track, away from the hand- 
some homes and estates of retired officers and 
wealthy industrialists. 

It was approached by a narrow country lane 
which lacked street lamps or sidewalks: the 
farm itself, a desolate patch of ground, boasted 
but a few pens for poultry, some small wooden 
huts, and the iron shack. 

Constable Beck, who had known the 24-year- 
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old war’veteran since he had first settled in the 
community, gathered what information Thorne

However, Constable Beck gathered that Elsie 
would have been quite willing to share Thorne’s 
hard life in this barren spot and in this hovel 
so barely furnished with a cot, a table, two 
chairs, and. a minimum of other necessities. 

The day after Beck made his perfunctory 
call, Thorne visited the Crowborough police sta- 
tion with a newspaper clipping of a report that 
Elsie had been seen in Holloway. Informed that 
the report had been checked and proven erro- 
neous, he remarked: 

“IT do hope something will turn up soon. The 


M suspense, I need hardly inform you, is rather

tion was that Elsie Cameron had been some- 
thing of a neurasthenic, and therefore the sort 
that might run away during one of her fits of 
depression, or even take her own life. 

Young Thorne, however, refused to accept 
any such theory. He had a premonition, he 
averred, that Elsie had met some terrible fate, 
and he wanted the inquiry pressed with vigor 
and determination. 

“Why,” he wanted to know, ‘‘should she com- 
mit suicide when we were jJooking forward to 
a happy married life together? Why have I not 
heard from her? Why have her parents heard 
nothing? If she is dead, why hasn’t her body 
been found? 

“Mark my words, there is more to this case 
than appears on the surface!”’ | 

Interest in the mystery gradually began to 
build up. Reporters and photographers arrived. 


= Finally, at the request of the Crowborough po- 


lice, Scotland Yard assigned one of its best men, 


s the veteran Chief Inspector John Gillen, to make 


an investigation. Gillen arrived on Jan. 12, and 
two days later there was a break. 

A farm hand reported that at about 5 o’clock 
on the évening of Friday, Dec. 5, he had seen 
a young woman resembling Miss Cameron in the 
vicinity of Crowborough. He said he had ob- 
served this young woman on a road which would 
have taken her to Norman Thorne’s farn.. 


ON TOP of that, Inspector Gillen discovered 
that Thorne had become infatuated with a 
handsome local girl whom he had first met the 
previous spring. Three weeks after Elsie’s disap- 
pearance, he had written this gif!: 

“What I want you to understand is that my 
love for you is honest and true. I never felt for 
any girl as I feel for you. I have found the most 
wonderful thing in the world—loye, honest and 
true. I want to make you the happiest girl in 
the world.” 

In another letter to her he wrote: 

“I suggest that we do not correspond, and 

that you tell people you have considered it ad- 
visable to terminate our friendship until mat- 
lers pertaining to the present situation have be- 
Come more clear. They will then regard you as 
having adopted a wise course, and you will rise 
In their favor. 
_. Never mind about me; it’s my affair until 
it is cleared up. I am very sorry for you, indeed, 
ut you know that at the time of making your 
acquaintance I did not know that all this anxiety 
was coming up’ or that we should begin to fall 
In love, 

“I have a clean conscience, however things 
may -look.”’ 

Inspector Gillen was to discover other let- 
lers—letters that had passed between Thorne 
and his fiancee. | 

On Nov. 24, some two weeks before her dis- 
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appearance, he had written: 

‘“My Own Darling Elsie: 

“You seem to be taking things for granted. 
There are one or two things I-have not-told you 
for more reasons than one. It concerns someone 
else whom you do not know. « . 

“I am afraid I am between two fires, but 
don’t go and tell anyone else. Don’t let anyone 
see this letter, and I trust you to keep secretive, 
please. With fondest love and kisses, Norman.” 

She had replied: 

‘My Own Darling Norman: 

“Certainly I take everything for granted, 
and I shall expect you to go and arrange our 
marriage as soon as possible. You seem to be 
taking things rather lightly—not as I thought 
you would. I really do think you might comfort 
me. You must realize that this worry is tery 
bad for the baby, putting me out of the question 
altogether. 

“Really, Norman, your letter puzzles me. 
Why are there things you have not told me, and 
In what way does it concern someone else? What 
do you mean by you are afraid you are between 
two fires? Oh, I do not understand it at all! 

_ ‘‘Norman, please arrange about getting mar- 
ried as soon as possible. I feel so wortied about 
things now. With all my fondest love and kisses, 
ELSIE.” . 

On Nov. 27, he had become more explicit: 

‘What I have not told you is that-on certain

Late that evening the Yard sleuth recalled that 
chicken farmers make a practice of moving their 
coops to new sites.

BUT Thorne would not admit what seemed so 
obvious. . 

‘He made a statement in which heesaid that 
Elsie had arrived unexpectedly at his place that 
Friday evening, and informed him that she in- 
tended to stay until he married her. He had 
demanded to know who she thought would sup- 
port her. She retorted, “You will support me.” 

He had planned to meet his new girl friend 
and her mother at the Crowborough station at 
9:30—he was to help them carry some packages, 
he explained. He told Elsie that he had made 
the appointment, and he intended to keep it. So 
he had left, and had been gone about two hours.

Elsie hanging by the neck from a ceiling beam; 
she had been dead ‘‘for some time.”’ 

He had cut her down and laid her on the 
table. He said he realized at the time that he 
should call a doctor and inform the police, but 
he shrank from the scandal that would be bound 
to ensue. 

And so he had decided to do what he had done,

You are engaged to me, and I have the first 
claim. Your love for me—as you said you loved 
me—should have kept you true to me. 

“It’s a poor thing for a man to let hiniself go 
because his girl has her nerves bad. 

“You say you didn’t Know last week what vou 
know now. Apparently you have deceived her 
(the other girl), too—or else she isn’t much good. 

“You say you must have time to think, but 
whatever this girl expects of you, your duty is 
to marry me. I expect you to finish with the 
other girl and as soon as possible. My baby 
must have a name, and another thing, I love you 
in spite of all. If anyone but yourself had toid

Thorne insisted that the farm laborer must 
have seen some other girl on the road leading to 
his place, and also insisted that the officers 
search every square inch of the premises. 

Nine constables drawn from near-by towns 
tackled the job, and at 11 a. m., Jan, 15, they 
made their first discovery. 

In a small potato patch just inside the farm 
gate, they dug up an attache case Elsie had car- 
ried. when she left home. It contained all the 
articles she was known to have taken with her: 
a fawn-covered dréss, two new nightgowns, a 


-pair of stockings, a pair of shoes, a hairbrush, 


and also something her parents had noi known 
about—an infant’s dress. neler oe 

“You will now be detained,” Gillen told 
Thorne, ae 

The diggers, at his suggestion, shifted opera- 
tions nearer to the shack, but without result. 


“After I disposed of the body and the attache 
case,’ he concluded, “I had some coffee, and 
began to plan how I would divert suspicion away 
from me. I felt that my only hope lay in assum- 
ing an attitude of complete innocence, and of full 
cooperation with the authorities.”’ 

But the authorities were sure that there was 
still something lacking in his cooperation. They 
did not believe Elsie had killed herself, but this 
was something they had to prove to the satis- 
faction of a jury. 

At Thorne’s trial, which opened on March 11 
before Mr. Justice Linlay at Lewes, Sir Bernard 
Spilsbury, celebrated pathologist, testified that 
the girl had not died by hanging but from in- 
juries inflicted with a blunt instrument. Then 
the prosecution conducted an unusual experiment 
in the courtroom to offset-the expected defense. 


SECTION of beam from Thorne’s shack was 

rigged up, then two weights were suspended 
by a cord such as Miss Cameron had allegedly 
used. The weights were placed on a chair, and 
the chair was kicked away. 

It was established that the cord had left a 
clear impression on the beam. It was also estab- 
lished-—by the testimony of police officers and 
by photographs— that no such impressions had 
been on the beam before the test. | 

The jury took the case on March 16, and 
needed only 30 minutes to agree that Thorne 
was guilty as charged. 

“The world seems bright and beautiful,” he 


‘wrote his parents after he had been informed 


that all hope of a reprieve had vanished, “but 
how much better must be the Kingdom of 
Heaven to a believer! Try'to grasp the real 
meaning of this and your sorrow will fade away, 
as mine has, in the shadow of darkness. 

“A flash and all is finished, no not finished; 
but just starting; and I shall wait for you just 
as others are waiting for me.”’ 

Fle was hanged at Wandsworth prison on 
April 27. 3 

It was assumed that he killed Miss Cameron 
largely because he believed she was going to be- 
come a mother, and he would have to marry her 
if she remained alive. 

It was also assumed that the girl deliberately 
deceived him, in order to bring about. the mar- 
riage, because she was not an expectant mother 
at the time she went to her death.

IRE broke out 65 years 

ago in New Straitsville, 
Ohio—and is still burning. 
It, too, is underground in 
a sprawling vein of coal. The 
creeping flames are feared 
to have destroyed approxi- 
mately $50,000,000 worth of 
coal in the past three genera- 
tions. Several stone barriers 
were built in 1936 to keep 
the costly conflagration from 
spreading, but once in a 
while the flames eat their 
way around and _= cause 
trouble. 

Down in North Carolina 
blazes the oldest fire known 
in the United States. It is 
not in a coal seam, but on 
the hearth of a Blue Ridge 
Mountain cabin near the lit- 
tle town of Saluda.

i HAS passed!”’ 
The words raced like 
a summer storm through 
the crowded Philadelphia 
streets. ‘The Continental 
Congress has passed Jef- 
ferson’s declaration!”’ 
High in the belfry of In- 
dependence Hall, an old 
bellman heard the shouts, 
leaped to his feet, and 
threw the bell clapper into 
action. The bell rang loud 
and clear, sounding the 
message so _ prophetically 
moulded on its rim: 
‘*Proclaim Liberty 


throughout all the land 
unto all the inhabitants 
thereof.”’ 


Thus—on July 4, 1776— 
a nation was born. In the 
streets outside Independ- 
ence Hall, the _ people 
cheered. Inside, the found- 
ing fathers smiled gravely. 
They knew that the future 
was uncertain, that the 
Declaration of Independ- 
ence was just the first 
step in a long, hard road. 
But the sturdy timbers of 
the Hall stood firm, as if 
they symbolized the des- 
tiny of America. 

“Today, pieces of those 
same timbers are ready to 
lend support to another 
patriotic cause—the wel- 
fare of America’s disabled 
war veterans. 

In the months to come, 
mounted on facsimiles of 
the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, these pieces will 
go up in homes, offices, 
schools and public places 


all over America. Revenue 
from their sale will go to 
support the free, nation- 
wide rehabilitation services 
of the Disabled American 
Veterans Service Founda- 
tion. Gen. Jonathan M. 
Wainwright, hero of Cor- 
regidor and National Com- 
mander of the D. A. V., is 
a Foundation trustee. 

The story of how these 
sacred souvenirs will be- 
come available to Ameri- 
cans in all walks of life 
begins in 1897, when Sam- 
uel S. Reeves, then super- 
intendent of Independence 
Hall, supervised some re- 
construction work: on the 
historic structure, 


URING the course of re- 

construction, 16 of the 
original timbers from the 
floor of the room in which 
the Declaration, of Inde- 
pendence was signed were 
removed. Reeves made cer- 
tain they were saved. 

After Reeves relinquished 
the timbers, in 1912, they 
passed into other hands 
and were recently made 
available to the D.A.V. to 
help it raise $50,000,000 
for this.country’s veterans 
wounded in service.
